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The League's Predicament 
O years ago Governor Elaine was elected 
with the support 
of 
the Nonpartisan 


League, and was held by League members to 
have committed himself to the League's legisla- 
tive program. 
However, lie did not interest 


himself actively in its enactment, and he actu- 
ally vetoed its most meritorious measure. 


Nonpartisans resented this. For some, time 


before the primary they laid plans to,induce 
the republican party to ditch the governor. 
They preferred Lieut. Gov. George Commings. 
But as the primary drew near they feared .to 
put their insurrection to the touch and wiih 
..sincere deprecation they fell into line for the 
governor. 


As the i!>22-23 session of the legislature

^~* Russia there was, one supposes, a most 
interesting and illuminating observation upon 
the result nf the new economic, policy of Russia 
for which Mr. Lcnine and Mr. Trotzky claim so 
milch. It was a report of a statement hy Presi- 
dent Bogdanoff of the All-Russian Council of 
National Economy, first published in Izvostia, 
the official organ of the Soviet government. 
After outlining a steady decrease in produc- 
tion of industries supposedly revitalized by the 
change of front. Mr. Bogdanoff came to 
the

It irks thr-m that the individual 


with superior brains and energy, or even with 
Diprely supr-rim- luck, g^ts the largest share of 
what is produced imdr-r such an organization 
of the community, anrl their argument is fre- 
luently bard fo t u r n . Yet must a theory give 
way In a fact, and the fact is that only by pri- 


vate profit and private property has civilization 
grown, up and been sustained. There may be 
another and a better way, without the manifest 
inequities which are visible to any observer in 
our contemporary society but still retaining 
some sufficient incentive to develop the neces- 
sary qualities of courage and labor- and initia- 
tive. So far, however, there has been found no 
substitute, no improvement. 
Russia's experi- 


ment proved that the communistic theory will 
not do, and her later experience seems to show 
that state socialism will not do either.

NE feels sorry for fifteen-year-old Marion 
Talley of Kansas City. It has been discov- 


ered that she had a remarkable, a phenomenal 
soprano voice. The judgment is endorsed by 
the experts of the Metropolitan grand opera in 
New York, and the child is assured, these 
judges say, of a notable artistic career if she 
will devote the next four or five years of her 
life to study. She has already started on the 
grind. Probably Marion was elated when the 
experts pronounced final favorable judgment 
on her voice. No doubt she thrilled when they 
told her she would be a great artist if she 
would "give herself up to careful study for the 
next four or five years." But one knows that 
before the tedious hours of her training are 
over fifteen-year-old Marion will wish many a 
time that she wasn't a phenomenal song-bird 
but just an ordinary little girl having the 
ordinary fun of other girls her age. It is won- 
derful, no doubt, to be famous and rich, to be 
admired and envied. But the cost is likely to 
seem pretty big to a girl of fifteen. At that age 
one should be enjoying the best times of one's 
life, not drudging—even to be famous. 
Inci- 


dentally, Marion's case shows you that even 
the greatest luck and genius doesn't automatic- 
ally command success. This girl with the luck- 
to be born with a vocal instrument as marvelous 
in its way as jCaruso's must slave for five years 
before she can even begin. And then some lack 
of temperament, some failure of personality, 
may spoil her success. One hopes that nothing 
of this sort will develop for Marion. She has 
to work too hard for trfe next few years, she 
has to give up too much from the best part of 
her life, to be betrayed so,
